‘Ja heavy Budget deficit; France 


is still grappling with a crisis 
which has long been threatening 
to force the frane off. gold. 
Everywhere the yield of taxation 
is declining; everywhere there 
is talk of economies; everywhere 
civil servants, teachers and 
others are faced with the pros- 
pect of salary or pension cuts. 
Plainly one of the principal 
causes of these financial worries 
is the immense, and still grow-, 


ing, --expenditure upon > -arma-" 


ments. They have made these 
increuses in’ the search . for 
security. Germany has re- 
armed _ because she’ felt ‘her 
security menaced by the 
arms of / France; France 
has rearmed through fear’ of 
German armaments. German 
rearmament has led to a Franco- 
Russian alliance. Thus the 
search for security through re- 
armament ‘has ‘Jed only to 
heightened insecurity and sus- 
picion.,. Mennwhile the Finance 
Ministers are worried in vain 
attempts .to make revenue bal- 
ance expenditure, and industry 
and the taxpayer are burdened 
by vast and increasing taxes. 
The old pre-war Punch cartoon 
of the French workman and the 
German workman bowed. down 
beneath loads of rifles, guns, 
swords and. ammunition is as 
appropriate now as it was two 
years before the outbreak of the 
World War. There remaing but 
one way of saving all these hard- 
hit countries .from financial 
disaster and their populations 
from grinding, . unproductive 
taxation. Cuts in social . ser- 
vices, pensions and salaries.can 
only bring hardship‘ and dis- 
content. Reduction in . arma- 
mentg, on the other hand, means 
areduction of the suspicion and 
of the ‘competition-: between 
nations which Jeads ultimately to 
war.

‘AERTAIN well-meaning _busy-! press school cadet corps. Thore is

There $s far 
too much about battles and fighting 
In them, and all these deplorable 
episodes must be cut out in order 
that future generations of young 
Britons may. grow up into perfect 
ready-made ‘pacifists,' which makes 
mo think that Mr. Shaw's classic 
epigram has. a wider application 
than ho gave it, and that pacifism 
would be all right if it were not 
for tho pacifists, F 

If the. revisionists yet their way, 
our history primers are 
bowdlerised to make them srfe for 
little pacifista, I shall be sorry for 
‘those who have to teach them his- 
tory. Speaking with absolute 
certainty fur myself and my con- 
temporaries, the big and” Httle 
battle episodes wers what put the 
pep into the history hour. They 
were the high lights of an other- 
wise rather gloomily depressing 
school Interlude, Bereft of them, 
the average sehdol history book 
would be too dnwmic even to hold 
the youthful imagination. What 
healthy infant wants to sit upon 
a form and hear sad stories of the 
death of kinga? 

Peaceful deaths I mean, of 
course. When a monarch happen- 
ed ‘to konk out in battle after a 
square deal, or to have, his head 
cut off with due pomp and clr- 
cumstarfee, it was different. That 
sort of thing gripped the youthful 
imagination, It was’ the pey on 
which memory hung those woeful 
dates... But nobody cared two hools 
nbout kings, or even queens, whose 
demise followed tamely the logical- 
ly appointed course of nature. 

That was how I ands my con- 
temporaries of forty years ayo, or 
thereabouts, felt about it. It may, 
of course, be different now, but I 
respectfully venture to doubt it: 
Forty years is un astonishingly

brief period in whieh to stage a 

complete revolution in juvenile 

psychology,

But I admtt that Jife, and our 
outlools on it, is obviously changing, 
In ancient times as distant as the 
Siexe of Troy, and a8 near as our 
Elizabethan era, women used to 
weave tapestrics in| commemora- 
tion of the epic: deeds ~ of heroes. 
Weaving is now done by machinery, 
most women have given up, knitting 
exceupt'as a novelty, and masculine 
heroism is at a heavy post-war dis- 
count, Almost any busy modern 
stréot in.these days ‘is getting to 
be slightly more dangerous than 
the average muzzle-loading battle- 
ficld. This points the moral of the 
huge mistake made by our pacifist 
friends -in-trying ‘to-sub-edit- his- 
tory. - Nowadays everybody outaide 
a lunatic asylum or a munition 
trust must necessarily ve a con- 
vince pacifist: . 


So why make the serious psycho- 
logicn) error of sccming to admit 
that fighting and battles, on the 
modern system of mass, mechanical 
murder, ire so attractive that our 
young people must not even read 
in their schoolbooks about those of 
a past age and an entirely different 
character? There is always a 
danger, if. you start bowdlerising 
books, that you may create a keen 
inquisitive demand for handy edi- 
tions containing the bowdlerised 
parts only. 

The sume people made the same 
mistake when they decided to sup-

no surer method of converting the 
avernge schoolboy into a ferocious 
anti-militarist than making him 
dedicate sevoral precious hours a 
week to being drastically put 
through the backaching mono- 
tonics of company drill As 
missionaries of jingo militarism, 
your normal drilt instructors are 
about as‘comic a finsco as a bald’ 
canvasser for an infallible patent 
hajr restorer; about as effective an 
advertisement for an Army career 
as.js a blind man on crutches of 
the glories of modern war. 


My own ‘pacifism is tolerably 
fervent, and yet I regret that fair 
ladies no longer weayetapestrics in 
commemoration of epic herosim. 
A Dutch tapestry dated 1698 hus, 
just been {identified by experts aa 
illustrating Sir, Richard Grenville’s 
exploit in the Revenge. ‘It shows 
that gallant ship, of only 500 tons 
register, which incidentally waa 
the one Drake commanded against 
the Armada, dismayted and hem- 
med in by the Spanish ‘fleet off the 
Azores, She was then, as readers 
of Tennyson know well, commanded 
by.

Stout old Sir Richard Grenville 
was hot so minded, Over ninety 
of his West countrymen were sick 


| ashore, and he refused to abandon

Even when 
the invalids were brought aboard, 
Sir Richard was urged to make a 
bolt for safety. ‘There was still 
just a faint chance he might have 
managed it. But he declined to. 
tuke it. Never had. he turned.his 
back, he asserted, on Don or devil, 
and he wys in no mood to begin 
doing it now. Straight into the 
teeth of.the Spaniards he act his 
course, resolved to fight his way 
through a whole fleet.

Therefore, 
T propose, na far as possible, to ree 
duce the evidence to actunl positive 
evidence, to Witnesses who saw him 
just before hin denth, -to his im- 
medinte superior officer and ito his 
best known companion in the Force. 
Tam perfectly prepared to call on 
any person you want, but T avsure 
you that we have done our bert ‘to 
find something positive In this re- 
spect,

LAWN TENNIS © 
DISCUSSED - 


AN AMERICAN ON 
THE NEW RULE 


APPLICATION | 
IN U.S. 


Mr. Samuel. Hardy, a well- 
known figure in American lawn 
tennis circles; discuskes the pre- 
sent foot-fault rule and its sap- 
plication in American tennis to- 
day in Wright and Ditson’s of- 
ficially . adopted Lawn Tennis 
Guide of which he is the editor. 
He mentions “the extraodinary 
attitude” on the part of players, 
officials and public towards a rule 
which has “almost become a dead 
letter.” He recalla that the rule 
was originally designed as a 
check against the server who ran 
to the net immediately after 
serving, stepping well into the 
court and thus gaining what was 
considered to be an unfair ad- 
vantage, 3 : 


“But the rule in its practical appli- 
ention hae become so unpopular 
throughout, the tennis playing world 
that an International Committee has 
been appointed to seek a solution of 
the problem, It is no exaggeration 
to say that the foot-fault rule hns 
become almost a dead Ietter, Ninety 
per cent, of the time it is entirely 
irnored, even in national champion- 
ships, and when it in enforced it al- 
ways givea rise to arguments and 
recriminations. It has become impos- 
sible longer to ignore such universal 
opposition to this unpopular rule, 
The. public is always the final Judge 
of the worth of any law, and in the 
ense of the foot-fault rule there fs ne 
doubt’ that it ix thumbs. down with 
both public and players, 


“The players say that they might , 


not object to the enforcement of the 
rule it Judges‘ were provided) from 
the heginning of a tournament, in- 
stead of only during the final rounds, 
so that they might become accustomed 
ty the enforeement of the rule. ‘They 
always fee] that an extra hazard con- 
fronts them when,.in the closing 
stages of a tournament, they are wud- 
denly confronted by a foot-fault judge 
who tells them that he means bo inter- 
pret the rule strictly. Prior to 
match players have been known to 
inquire carefully, inte the intentions 
of a judge and to ask for n substitute 
known for his leniency toward offen- 
ders. At other times they have anked 
for the removal of uw judge during the 
progress of a match use of his 
failure to call obvious foot-faults by 
an opponent.- Only last year, in one 


.of our national championships, a noted 


forcign. player,..convinced.that. his 
opronent was violating: the foot-fault 
rule, appenied to the umpire four 
times for a.new judge, and avhen his 
requests were stendily refused he 
felt that he had been dealt with un- 
fairly. It ts obvious that a rule such 
as this one, which through its inter- 
retation ‘may menn the winning or 
osing of ‘n match, should cither bo 
rigidly enforced throughout the tour- 
nament or else abolished, 


“Tt is becoming increasingly dificult 
to secure the services of a font-fault 
judge for an important match. if he 
enforces the rule strictly he is well 
aware that he may ruin the match, 
and he also runs the risk of being 
booed by the gallery if his decisions, 
right or wrong, concern some popular 
player. Somehow the spectators feel 
that tho judgo is imposing a purely 
technical pennlty which is unneces- 
fary, and their sympathies invariably 
He with the offender.” : 


Mr. Hardy stresses the necessity of 
redrafting the rule and finding oa 
speedy solution to n “vexed question.” 
Tho problem, he says, is “an excecd- 
ingly diMcult one, the chief’ obstacle 
being the lack of a new rule that will 
tntisfy everyone. Various  sugyes- 
tions have been ‘made by a number of 


countries, and have been discussed by | 


the delegates at the annual Federa- 
tion meetings, but up to this time no 
proposal for betterment has been 
aeceptable. Until a workable rule is 
found, we must continues to muddle 
along with the present one, It will 
be far better to disregard the rule this 
season than to enforce it.”
